FPolnters for Pensioners,

Bome very valnzble pointers to pentioners
were given by Pension Agent H. H, Bengough
inas taik to the writer on pousion matters
“The i of the P Office
has increased surprisingly since I took charge.
One of the canses is the large number of appli-
cations resulting from the passage of the act of
June 7, 1880, The business is increasiog at the
rute of 30 or 4 original cases per day, and
about the same nomber in relssnes, restora-
tiuhs and jrcreases, Each cass reguires the
time of a elerk forabont 2 minotes, Thepgreat
amount of work necessitated additional clerical
labor. Up to the 15th instant 1 had been work-
ing with the forece allotted to me by the Gove
ernment at the beginning of my term.”

“Notwithetandine the immense amount of
work there has been no delay. Al payments,
nearly 80,000, cannot be made on the first day,
nor on the first ten duys. Fourteen to 15 days
are required. Pensioners should remember
this and bave raumu. Muach deiay Is oceas-
sioned by the fallure of magistrates to fill in
voochers. Many pensioners, especially in
original cases, are not caraful encugh in in.
dorsing  their checks, The United States
Treasury will not honor a check indorsed in any
other way than that in which lis name nppears
on the face of the check. The same apylies to
the signing of vouchers, The law mlzell the
rlnﬁorur to sign hus or her name, le for

etier, as it appenars on the certificate, Much
annoyance is cnused both to the pensioners and
thie Pension Office by the non-observauce of the
law in this partioular.”

“Many pensioners are growing oid and feeble
and are not able through the infirmities of
ace, to writs a legible hand. They sbhould not
try to write thelr names, bat should make their
marks s the law provides, If a signature is
not legible the paper must be returnm), cavsing
perhaps serious delay to the pensioner.”

“Many pensioners especially those living at s
dkhu&o' from thetoﬂén"m h;rt. seem loj think it
% positiva necessity that they appear in person
at the office every month, This is a m&ako,
sod much nnnecessiry travalingand anuoysnce
iscausrd by it. It I8 not n for n pen-
sloner to come to the cffice at all. He or she
can send to the office fur his or her certificats
and it will be forwarded with a voncher. It
ean be executed at the magistrate's cffice
